possesses a standing army of at least fifty 
thousand men and can, immediately after 
a declaration of war, place 100,000 men in 
the field equipped and armed as well as the 
best armies of the West. Each of these 
soldiers has passed: at least one year of 


active service and by far the greater number 


three years. And yet only a quarter of a 
century ago the Japanese soldier still wore 
great grotesque iron-visored helmets, with

Was there any cause 
present that led Japan to re-model her 
army with such a feverish haste? Without

China, which looks 
upon Japan as a traitor towards Asia, gave 
constant cause for alarm ; in the Liuchiu 
islands and in Corea a series of misunder- 
standings of a threatening character have 
occurred, and the latter country especially 
has always been held likely sooner or latter 
to prove an apple of discord in oriental 
politics.- The events of the last few weeks 
have given evidence that in this matter 
Japan has not gone’ wrong.

The Commander-in-Chief of the Japanese 
army is his Royal Highness G eneral Prince 
Arisugawa, an uncle ‘of the Emperor.

While the Minister of 
War collects and organises the troops, the 
Commander-in-Chiefleadsand directs them.

The Japanese 
army is in reality a European force and 
any one of their army divisions, with the 
exception of the cavalry, which is small 
and would look badly mounted, might 
march through the streets of any town on 
the Continent, without, at first sight, being 
recognised as Oriental troops. Every for- 
eign expert who-has had occasion to see 


Japanese infantry at drill, has expressed 


his admiration at the manner in which 
the if evolutions were carried out, 
evolutions which would do credit to a crack 
regiment of the Prussian guard. The 
squadron drill of the cavalry is also ex- 
cellent, though spoilt by the miserable 
appearance of the ponies.

It is natur- 
ally the interest of each Viceroy to retain | 
the fruits of his exertions for himself ; 
no case is he inclined to come to he 
provided, and incur the danger of denuding 
his own province, for whose safety he is 
responsible with his head. By this system, 
common action is virtually excluded. And, 
as the principle of individual responsibility 
for a definite object’ is carried down step 
by step, the commanders of regiments 
having to take their orders from the local 
officials, so, in actual war, no real mutual 
support for offensive purposes is to be 
reckoned upon; all remain shut up in a 
purely defensive state, holding themselves 
back in such a way that anything like 
energetic action is illusory. In order to 


form a judgment of the capabilities of a 


Chinese army, these conditions must be 


taken into account and not any deceptive 
enumeration of the forces themselves. 
Affairs are said to be so bad in some of 


| the interior provinces that one Governor- 
General's troops are regarded as enemies 


by the authorities of the neighbouring 
province. 

Let us turn to the army itself, that is to 
say, to that portion which is armed and 
constructed npon a European model. We 
will leave entirely out of account ail those 
corps d’élite and fancy regiments in the 
interior which are still armed with spear 
and matchlock of antediluvian type; al- 
though these, if properly handled, rspresent, 
by their numbers, no inconsiderable force, 
still the only troops which, by their train- 
ing and if well led, are in a position to 
face a foreign foe, are portions of the 
Chihli and Peking garrisons. We shall deal 
now with this army and then show how 
far behind are the other forces of the 
empire. As far as the general organisation 
of the former is concerned, the old system 
still prevails, but stimulated by modern 
methods in a most curious manner. The — 
division into Banner troops, into Chinese — 


and Manchu regiments, under a mixed 


command of Chinese and Tartars, is so 
deeply rooted that it is easy to see how, 


‘in consequence of these co-ordinated com- 
manders, all modern instruction is made 


illusory. A certain amount of progress was 


noticeable in Chihli during the last war, 


inasmuch as one general was entrusted with 
the defence of the coast and another with 
the supreme command of all the troops. 
But even in, this case..both were sub- 
ordinated. to the Governor-General, Li 
Hung-chang. 


The Chinese army is maintained by re- 
cruiting ; in some of the Western, mainly 
Mahommedan provinces, however, there 
exists a system of limited universal service. 
The supply of men, even in war time, is 
constantly in excess of the demand. From 
the fact that most commanders of garrisons 
andertake themselves the supply of their 
troops, the cost of maintenance is cheap 
_and the commanders have something left | 
‘over for themselves. The pay varies ac- 
cording te the different provinces, but, 


‘even when regularly paid, it dves not. 


amount to more. than one pound sterling 
per month, out of which the soldier has to 
feed and clothe himself. The wants of the 
Chinese soldier are modest in the extreme 


and herein lies the main strength of a 
Chinese army. 

A few years ago the armament and train- 
ng of the infantry were no better than they 
|were at the time of the Taiping rebellion. 
-H.E. Li Huug-chang was the first Viceroy 
who ventured not only to employ European 
instructors,—this had been done before,— 
but energetically to carry out their pro- 
posals. The Central government did not 
regard the innovation unfavourably, since 
General Gordon, with his ‘‘ever-victorious ” 
army of 4,000 men, had given proof of what 
a corps led in European fashion can do. 
During the Taiping rebellion this had been 
the main stay of the Emperor and his 
throne. Americans, English, Germans 
and Frenchmen had served in this corps 
whose strength consisted in their diset- 
pline, 

French officers had acted as instructors 
in the Chinese army for many years, .of 
whom it is well known that their activity 
manifested itself in every possible direction 
with the exception of drill. The road for 
‘German influence was opened by the 
| Tientsin Commissioner of Customs, Mr. 
Detring, the confidant of Li Hung-chang, 
through whom he was not without influence 
upon the decisions of the Court at Peking. 
By his advice the central government 
pressed upon the Viceroys in each province 
the engagement of German oflicers. 

Two things, however, hindered the 

eform of military administration in China : 
the conservative character of the people 
themselves and the spirit of opposition in 
the Chinese officers, The Chinese civilisa- 
tion is the oldest in the world and, the 
more we learn to know this people, the 
nore we see how astonishingly slight is 
the impression made upon them by our 
European culture. It may be possible to 
replace their antiquated weapons with those 
of European construction, but absolutely 
impossible to foree upon them the spirit of 
our modern military education in the 
slightest degree. 


The military calling enjoys in China less 
consideration than any other occupation 
soever. The wu-kuan (military official) 
stands behind his colleague of the civil 
service, Promotion is by favour. Any 
sort of scientific training, even Chinese, is 
not demanded of an officer; the higher 
posts are sold, the lower awarded to friends 
and relations. ° Few even know anything 
of practical service (except possibly in the 
old-fashioned. Chinese corps). Add to this 


that the principle rules in China that every 


Chinese who has passed his examination in 
the classics is fit-for the highest posts in 
the administration ; be it in the Army, in 
the Navy, or on the bench of Justice ; and 
so the highest posts in the army may come 
to be filled by officials who know absolutely 


| nothing of war. 


Under conditions of such a nature it is the 
work of Sisyphus to fight against the old- 
existing methods, ideas and habits. These 
break through everywhere when an opening 
is afforded them. If we desire to discover 
what has been effected so far, we must take a 
look at the ancient Chinese drill. This 
consists in the forination of close masses. 
By these it is sought, without any attempt 
to take advantage of the ground, to force 
the enemy to give way by manned ogi

In the year 1885 two German instructors 
were entrusted with the training of the 
Chinese infantry of Chihli, a duty which 
they carried out thoroughly ; and the in- 
fluence of strict Prussian drill is visible 
on the parade ground to-day. The exer- 
cises, the facings, slow march are all 
performed admirably (the last is a 
speciality of the Chinese);—as also the quick 
march. But thesé made-up the whole of 
the training of the battalion of the Viceroy, 

Li Hung-chang. Firing is also practised, 

but in the quiek march (in the double, of 
course); then follows company and battalion 

drill, all in quick step and in close column : 

the attack is ordered, but instead of the 

command ‘March ; March,” a halt is called 

and then a volley, the whole in strict 

formation without the slightest attempt to 

utilise the ground. Sharp-shooting is prac- 

tised in this fashion day after day ; the re- 

cruits learn it thus from the soldiers, and 

every one, from the Viceroy down to the 

lowest non-com., holds this manceuvre to 

be unsurpassable. 


In the troops thus taught a sort of routine 
developed which, considerably curtailed, 
was passed on to other divisions of the 
army in different provinces to which train- 
ed drill-masters were assigned. Passed on 
thus through different hands, the new 
training became more and more affected 
by ancient native habits until very soon 
little trace of the original teaching was left, 
and a kind of mixture resulted little better 
than the old Chinese drill pure and simple. 
This European training was not com- 
municated to the troops by their officers 
but by a special class of non-commis- 
sioned” offiers acting as drill-masters. In 
the province of Chihli each company 
was furnished with an instructor of this 
class, under whose orders on the parade 
ground were placed the officers as well as 
the men. The capabilities thus acquired 
were purely technical and a great point 
was held to have been achieved when the 
men had been taught to load their muskets 
properly. The Chihli infantry is armed 
mainly with the German infantry rifle 
‘*M-71” from the factories of Soemmerda, 
Obendorf. and Steyr; several hundred, 
made with iron barrels, hail from the 
United States. Many of the Peking troops 
are likewise furnished with this weapon 
alongside numbers of other various types. 
China will never’ possess a cavalry in 
| the European sense of the word. In the 
first place there exists no suitable supply 
of horses. The Mongolian pony is posses- 
sed of endurance for long marches, but is 
much too light and is only thirteen to four- 
teen hands high. The supply is sufficient 


and every ten years the whole material | 


is renewed. The Governor-General either 
pays the commanders a certain sum-total, | 
for which these have to furnish the re- 
mounts, or else he provides them himself 
by means of a commission despatched to 
‘Mongolia to buy ponies. The commanders 
of camps are allowed a fairly high sum for 
the fodder,—amounting in Chihli to 14 
shillings per horse monthly. 

In this way the cavalry remains as it 
was, an agile infantry which, from a

This cavalry is totally worthless for scout. 
ing purposes, chiefly on account of the 
untrustworthiness of the men. The Man- 
chu cavalry in the interior is said to consist 
of 40,000 to 50,000 riders: on the coast 
provinces there is no trace of them. 

The artillery is the favourite weapon of 
the Chinese ; evil tongues say, because it 
makes the most noise. This branch is by 
far the best organised (although, of course, 
in no way comparable with that of Europe) 
—and for this simple reason that the 
working of artillery demands science, ex- 
perience and study far beyond anything of 
which the Chinese are capable. They are 
consequently here more than elsewhere 
dependent upon foreigners and more will- 
ing to learn from them. The German: 
instructors have succeeded in Chihli in 
creating a really excellent artillery, after 
considerable difficulties overcome in col- 
lecting together the diverse materialordered 
from all quarters, and getting into working 
order. Unremitting attention has to be 
kept up, for no order can be depended 
upon to be carried out unless he who 
gives the order stands by to oversee its 
fulfilment. Chihli possesses the strongest 
and best field artillery in all China; the 
pieces are all ‘‘ Krupp” and, as a result 
of constant supervision, are kept in good 
order. The training of the gunners is 
good and their shooting well taught. 

Such is the condition of the best army in 
China,—that of Chihli. It will be sufticient 
to show how far the other armies come up 
to the above ideal. The Viceroy of Nanking 
has scorned to make use of European 
officers for the training of his troops ; his in- 
structors are non-commissioned native offi- 
cers educated in Chihli. In every respect, 
except in armament, this infantry stands 
on a very low footing: there is an outline 
of European training, but so far no practi- 
cal application of it has been attempted. 
The cavalry rank still lower if possible and 
like that in Chihli is armed with swords 
and repeating rifles. The field artillery is 
mostly provided with ‘‘ Krupp” guns 
though not so fully as in Chihli. The 
training of the gunners is thus managed. 
When the guns are delivered to the Govern- 
ment a few men are trained to use them in 
the Shanghai arsenal, and after a few weeks 
these are transferred to the camp with the 
guns and there communicate their acquired 
knowledge to the remainder. It is clear 
that in this fashion the general training is 

_ necessarily a very superficial one. 


In Canton and in the southern provinces 
of China generally, tactical training in 
accordance with European principles has 
only been introduced in the last few years. 
The first Chinese armies which marched 
into Tongking from Kuangsi in 1884 were. 
in nothing distinguishable from the old- 
fashioned Chinese troops but in their 
armament. ‘They were nearly all armed 
with breechloaders of modern type and to 
each ‘‘corps”’ were attached several bat- 

ies of “‘Krupps.” The French had 
easy work with these helpless swarms ; the 
compact masses were soon shaken by their 
fire and they were quickly routed. This 
tactical helplessness was exhibited even in 
the field fortifications which were in other 
respects well designed. Not till late 
in the day did the mandarins and the 
Viceroys come to replace the want of 
training by numbers, wherein lay their 
strength. The Governor-General of Canton 
posseses little or no cavalry. The ponies 
in south China scarcely reach the height 
of twelve hands, and animals imported 
from the north, even mules, are unable to 
stand the marshy climate of south China. 
Besides this the ground is so cut up by 
paddy-fields and embankments and much 
of the land so exposed to prolonged inunda- 
tions, and so frightful is the condition 
of the roads round Canton, that movements 
of artillery and cavalry are practically 
impossible. 

There is in China no engineer corps in 
the European sense and, strictly speaking, | 
no army train. The Commander of each of | 
the encampments receives from the Goy-| — 
ernor-General a round sum out of which } 
he has to provide ponies and mules for. 
transport, as well as ¢heir fodder. As far] 
as an outsider can judge, it is precisely} 
here that the worst squeezing takes place. 
Scarcely a single General maintains the 
standard number of transport animals. 
Seeing that a yearly official insp | 
by officers deputed by the Government 
to report takes place, it is evident that the 
Generals have to make their arrangements 
with these deputies. In no country is 
bribery so common as in China. It is 
nothing more than custom for a General 
charged with the supply of transport 
animals to enrich himself. In an interview 
with a high government official the con- 
versation turned upon a colonel who had 
latterly grown very rich. ‘* Yes,” said the 
worthy official, “‘but he receives pay for 
six hundred horses.” This camp-com- 
mander probably only maintained sixty.

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DECLARATION OF WAR BY THE 
EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


_ (FROM OUR NATIVE CORRESPONDEDT. ) 


Peking, Ist August, 5 p.m. 

The following edict was issued to-day by 
the Throne :— 

Corea has been our tributary for the 
past two hundred odd years. She has 
given us tribute all this time, which is 
a matter known to the world. For the 
past dozen or so years Corea has been trou- 
bled by repeated insurrections, and we in 
sympathy with our small tributary have 
as repéatedly sent succour to her aid, even- 
tually placing a Resident in her capital 
to protect Corea’s interests. In the 4th 
moon (May) of this year another rebellion 


was begun in Corea and the King repeatedly |. 


asked again for aid from us to put down 
the rebellion. We then ordered Li Hung- 
chang to send troops to Corea, and they 
having barely reached Yashan the rebels 
immediately scattered. But the Wojén 
(an ancient name for Japanese, expressive 
of contempt), without any cause whatever, 
suddenly sent their troops to Corea, 


and entered Seoul, the capital of Corea, 


re-inforcing them constantly until they 


have exceedéd ten thousand men. In 
the meantime the Japanese forced the 


Corean King tochange his system of govern- 
ment, showing a disposition every way of 


|bullying the Coreans. It was found a 


difficult matter to reason with the Wojén. 
Although we have been in the habit of 
assisting our tributaries we have never 
interfered with their internal government. 
Japan’s treaty with Corea was as one 
country with another ; there is no law 


for sending large armies to bully a 
country in this way, and compel it 
to change its system of government 


The various Powers are united in con- 


meg: the conduct of the Japanese, 


and can give no reasonable name to 


‘the army she now has in Corea.

We also command the Man- 
chu Generals, Viceroys, and Governors of 


‘the Maritime Provinces, as well as the 
'Commanders-in-Chief of the various armies, 


to prepare for war and to make every effort 
to fire on the Wojén ships if they come 
into our ports, and utterly destroy them. 
We exhort our Generals to refrain from the 
least laxity in obeying our commands in 
order to avoid severe punishment at our 
hands. Let all know this Edict as if 
addressed to themselves individually.

After the boat had arrived at the Japanese 
man-of-war, we had to wait some time for an answer, 
At last the signal was hoisted.

The 
Chinese soldiers had taken charge of every davit, 
Capt. Galsworthy then hoisted the signal: “ We 
are not allowed.”

came around and when she was at a distance of about 


150 métres, exactly alongside of our: port side, she 
stopped.

fire. They discharged their guns once ‘before the 
torpedo arrived at its aim; it hit the ship midships, 
probably exactly at her coal bunkers. The day 
became night and coal splinters and water were 
filing the air. I believe we then all jumped and 
swam. When swimming I saw the ship going down. 
She went stern first. During this the fring con- 
tinued, which was bravely answered with rifles by 
the poor wretches who knew they had no chance 


in trying to swim. I saw a Japanese boat, heavily 


armed, with men. I thought they were coming to 
the rescue, but I was sadly mistaken. They fired 
into the men on board the sinking ship. I do not 
know what their purpose was in doing so. The fact 
is that the swimming men were fired at from the 
Japanese man-of-war and from the sinking ship, 
the men on board the lattey probably ‘having the 
»savage idea that if they had to die, their brothers 
shall not live either. ‘The ‘“ Kow-shing” went down 
entirely after about half an hour or less, from the 
time when the torpedo was fired. There would have 
been plenty of chance for her to try for a better fate.

CAPT. GALSWORTHY’S REPORT. 


The following is the report furnished. 
by Captain Galsworthy to the Rising Sun, 
regarding the sinking of the Kowshing :-— 


“The British s.s, Kowshing, owned by the 
Indo-China S.N. Co., left Shanghai on the 
17th of July, bound to Taku, under charter 
to earry Chinese troops from that port to 
Yashan, on the coast of Corea. Arriving 
at Taku on the 20th arrangements were 
made to ship the troops, and on the 
23rd 1,100 came on board, including two 
Generals, a number of other officers of 
various rank, and a German ex-army 
‘officer named Hanneken who came as 
an ordinary passenger. At 9.50 p.m. 
on the 23rd the ship proceeded on ber 
voyage to Yashan, All went weil -until 
‘the morning of the 25th, when, off 
Shopeiul island, we passed a man-of-war 
flying the Japanese naval ensign, with a 
white flag above it. This vessel proved 
to be the Chinese war-ship: Tsiywen. 
Shortly afterwards we sighted three Jap- 
-anese men-of-war, the Naniwa, Yoshino, 
and another, (probably the Akitsushima ) 
The Naniwa at once steamed towards us, 
flying a signal ordering us to stop. She 
also fired two blank charges, and signal- 
led us toeanchor, which we at once 
did. The Naniwa then steamed away, 
apparently to communicate with the other 
ships. 1 at once enquired by signal if 
I might proceed, to which the Nanitoa 
replied: ‘* Heave-to or take the conse- 
quences,” A boat then came from the 
Naniwa, and an officer came on board. 
He was received, at. the gangway, 


carry ont the order. A signal was then 
made requesting the Naniwa to send a 
boat, in order to communicate the state 
of affairs. A boat was at once sent, but a 
crowd of armed Chinese took possession of 
the gangway, until I prevailed on the 
Generals to send them away. Eventually 
the officers came alongside, and a message 
for the commander of the Naniwa was 


sent, stating that the Chinese refused to al- 
low the Kowshing to be taken prisoner, 
and insisted upon returning to Taku. It 
was again pointed out that she was a 
British ship, and that she had left port 
before war had ‘been declared. The boat 
then returned to the Naniwa, and on her 
arrival a signal was hoisted, ordering the 
Kuropeans to leave the ship at once.. A | 
reply was given that they were not allowed | 
to leave, and asking for a boat to be sent. | 
Notice was sent to the engineers to be 
handy on deck in case the Japanese fired. 


The Naniwa shortly afterwards replied 


thata boat could not be sent. The Naniawa 
then hoisted a red flag at the fore, which 
was apparently a signal for discharging a 
torpedo, as one was fired at the Kowshing, 

but missed her. A broadside of five guns 
was then fired. At the time, I was on the. 
bridge, my officers having left it, and seeing 
that the soldiers set to watch me had left 

their station at the foot of the ladder, 
I rushed to the wheel-house, and, after 
obtaining a life-belt (the last one remain 

ing), I jumped over the ship’s side, In| 
doing so | heard a terrific explosion, and 
upon returning to the surface of the sea 
IT found. the atmosphere was thick with 
smoke and fine coal-powder. I at once 
struck out for the shore, distant about 1} 


mile. There were many Chinese in the| 
"| water, but I only saw one European,

and he asked to see the ship’s papers. 
They were shown to him, and his atten- 
tion particularly called to the fact ,that 


she was a British ship. Numerous other |. 


questions were asked and answered, the 
most important one being: ** Would the 
Kowshing follow the Naniwa’” Being 
utterly helpless against a man-of-war, I 
replied that there would be no alternative 
but te do so, under protest, if ordered. 
The officer then left the ship, and proceeded 


tothe Naniwa. Shortly after, being still | 
at anchor, I was ordered by signal to cut, | 
slip, or weigh immediately. The Chinese. 


Generals learning the meaning of the siguals, 
|and finding preparations were being made 
ito follow the Naniwa, objected most em- 
| phatically. They were told how useless it 
would be to resist, as one shot would sink 
them inashorttime. The Generals then 
said they would rather die than obey Jap- 
anese orders, and as they had 1,100 men 
against about 400 on the Naniwa, they 
would fight sooner than surrender. They 
were told that if they decided to fight, the 
foreign officers would leave the ship. The 
Generals then gave orders to the troops on 
deck to kill. us if we obeyed the orders of 
the Japanese or attempted to leave the 
ship. With gestures they threatened to 
‘cut off our hea’s, to stab, or shoot us ; and 
a lot of men were selected to watch us and 


‘requested another boat to be sent, but am 


Mr. von Hanneken, As the air cleared, a 
bullet struck the water close to my ear, 
and was followed by a shower of bullets. 
Knowing that shot from the Naniwa could 
not strike near me, owing to being sheltere4 
by the hull of the Kowshing, I turned on 
my back, and saw Chinese soldiers firing 
‘at me from the deck and the ‘tween deck 
ports, As far as possible I protected the 
back of my head with the life-belt, and) 
iswam as low in the water as I could, 


Firing from the Naniwa’s broadside and 


machine guns was continued until shortly 
before the Kowshing went down, stern first. 
After being in the water some time, I was 
picked up by the Naiiwa’s cutter, in a 
very exhausted condition. The same boat 
had already rescued one of the quarter--|’ 
masters, who had heen wouaded in the 
neck with a rifle-bullet. On arriving at 
the Naniwa we found that the chief officer 
was the only other person saved by the 
Japanese, leaving five Europeans connected 
with the ship, and the passenger, missing. |

Japanese fleet in Corea, We were then | 
trangferred to the Yayweyama, together with 
a Danish electrician, named Muhlenstedt, 
and about sixty Chinese who were taken 
prisoners from the Chinese s.s. Tsaokiang, 
the same day. The Yayeyama then pro- 
ceeded to Saseho arriving on the a.m. of 
the 28th, From Saseho, myself and Mr. 
Camplin, the chief officer, came here in a 
sinall tender at noon on Saturday last, 
having in the meantime been interviewed 
by Mr. Suyematsu Kencho, President of 
the Imperial Board of Legislature, who 
came down from Tokio for that purpose. 
The quartermaster remained behind owing 
ito his wound not having properly healed 
(up: whilst Mr. Muhlenstedt is being further 
detained. During our detention wa received 
every care and attention necessary for our 
comfort, After arriving here we proceeded 
to H. M.’s Consulate, and made an affidavit 
of the entire circumstances. The Nanitca, 
I may mention, had been damaged on the 
port quarter from a shot fired from the 
Tsiyuen in the morning, I can positively 
say I did not see the Japanese fire on the 
Chinese in the water. The Chinese killed 
many of their own people.”’ 
THE RATTLE OF SEIKWAN. 
Seikwan, where the action was fought on 
the 29th ultimo, is represénted to be a 
_ position of much strategic importance in the 
‘movement on Yashan. The Chinese sent | 
forward a strong force to hold the place, 
recognising that their position at Yashan 
largely depended on who remained master 
at Seikwan, To attack Yashan it was neces- 
sary for the Japanese troops to carry. Sei- 
kwan. The Chinese troops therefore kept 
strict guard at. this place and held the place 
with a picked lot of soldiers. The official 
report of the engagement despatched by 
Major-General Oshima on the 31st ultimo 
states that the engagement commenced at 
3 a.m. on the 29th ultimo, and after fighting 
for five hours the Japanese troops won a 
complete victory, after carrying all the 
fortifications erected by the enemy at Sei- 
kwan. The Chinese soldiers engaged are 
estimated to have been not less than two 
thousand eight hundred. Upwards of five 
hundred were left killed and wounded on 
the battle ground. Of the Japanese-troops 
five officers and about seventy petty officers 
and soldiers were killed or wounded. The 
enemy fled in the direction of Honchiu. 
[t is thought that they intended to embark 
on Corean vessels naar Gunsan. Several 
banners, four cannons, and lots of war 
material were captured, The Japanese 
marched on and tovk possession of the 
enemy's position at Yashan. The news 
brought by the Shinanogawa Maru 
was much to the same effect as the 
above. According to the Asahi’s Fusan 
correspondent, the Japanese troops mar- 
ched on towards Yashan, a naval contingent 
proceeding along the coast, while the main 
force advanced inland, This was on the 
29th and 30th ultimo. The battle was 
opened at 3 p.m. and it lasted for about 
five hours, the Chinese being at last com- 
pletely defeated. The same correspondent 
hears that the arms, animunitions, and pro- 
visions captured from the Chinese force 
were being sent to Jinsen on boats towed.

After the very full statement Mr. Tam- 
plin, the chief officer of the ill-fated 
K owshing, drew Nt for Sorat and the 


meet since his ithe tie it aiead iat 
like a piece of cross-examiuation to ask 
him to say anything further on the subject. 
But when seen by a representative of the 
N.-C. Daily News, Mr. Tamplin readily 
cousented to throw any further light upo» 
certain points with which his exciting 
_ experiences might have made him familiar. 

‘ First of all,” asked the interviewer, 
‘‘do you agree with Mr. von Hauneken’s 
report?”’ 

‘** Yes,” replied Mr, Tamplin, “ee far as 
I know it is quite correct. I see some 
question has been raised as te whether the 
_Kowshing went down stern first. Mr. von 
'Hanneken says she did, and he is quite 
right. With regard to the account of the 
fight as seen from the Feiching, I must say 
that it contains a good many mistakes. It 
lis said the Feiching was five miles away at 

e time, but we saw nothing of her. Of 

e the incident might look different 
on her deck, than from the Kovwshing.” 

‘“What do you think of the statement | 
that when the Jsiyuen met the Japanese 
man-of-war, the latter hoisted the Chinese 
ensign and a white flag?” 

‘* Well, I don’t believe it; it was the 
other way round, As We were going on our 
voyage we saw, some distance off, a man- 
of-war flying the Japanese ensign with a 
white flag. We saluted, but as she did not 
return the salute we suspected something. 
We found out later that the vessel was the 
Chinese man-of-war T’siyuen, which had 
been fighting and was retreating. When 
we saw the Naniwa, later, there was a 
hole in her port quarter and her officers 
told me it had been caused by a missile which 
had gone through her wardroom and two 
cabins, The men seemed to have been 
rather excited at this engagement in the 
morning, which preceded our arrival on 
the scene. # 

‘Now, Mr. Tamplin, is it a fact that | 
the Japanese fired upon the people in the.

“J don’t think -it is correct,” was the 
response, ‘‘ to say that they ‘ fired upon the 
straggling mass of humanity ’—that is a

_Tamplin referred to the considerate treat. 
ment he and Captain Galsworthy experi- 
enced whilst prisoners. He was much 
struck with the excellent discipline on board 
the Japanese men-of-war, which was copied

the officers spoke very fair English. Sa- 
seho, where they were taken is about 


forty-five miles north of Nagasaki. There 
is a very fine naval hospital there, in the 
foreign style, and the place is strongly 
fortified. 


Before leaving Saseho the Japanese 


Authorities presented $2.000 to Captain 


Galsworthy, 81,500 to Mr. Tamplin, and 
$800 to the quartermaster, telling them 


that the money was meant to defray their 
travelling expenses.
